The coffin lay on a royal blue 


catafalque close to the royal 
crypt which he spurned. The 
former King Edward VIII, who 
became the first Duke of Wind- 
sor after his abdication in 1936, 
will be laid to rest Monday in a

grounds. He chose this spot be- 
cause his wife can be buried 
there next to him. 


The coffin was draped with 


the duke's personal standard of 
red, 
white, blue 
and gold, 


topped by a single wreath of 
lilies from his American-born 
duchess, the former Mrs. Wall- 
is Warfield Simpson. 


The duchess arrived in Lon- 


don from Paris as the crowd of 
mourners began filing past the 
coffin of her husband. She was 
met at London's Heathrow Air- 
port by Lord Mountbatten who 
escorted her to Buckingham 
Palace. 


More than 2,000 people filed 


past the catafalque during the 
first hour, according to official 
estimates. Many diplomats and 
envoys trom commonwealth 
countries were in the crowd. 


The duchess arrived at Buck- 


ingham Palace shortly before 
lunch and went directly to the 
suite on the first floor made 
available to her 
by 
Queen 


Elizabeth II. She lunched with 
the queen. 


It was the first time in the 35 


years she was married to the 
duke that the duchess 
has 


stayed at the palace.

U.S. Record 
in Air War 
Is 8 to 1

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 


fighter pilots have scored bet- 
ter than 8 to 1 over North Viet- 
namese fliers in air combat 
this year. 


Pentagon charts list 34 North 


Vietnamese MIG jet 
fighters 


downed in air duels since Jan. 
1. Four U.S. planes have been 
shot down by MIGs. 


Most of these kills have come 


since 
the United States re- 


sumed heavy bombing of North 
Vietnam in April. 


This record is a turnabout 


from the late stages of the 1965- 
68 air war against the North 
when the fighter score was 
nearly even and, for a time, 
North Vietnamese MIGs out- 
killed American jets. 


Many of the U.S. planes that 


attacked North Vietnam in the 
late 1960s were Air Force F105 
Thunderchiefs, so awkward to 
maneuver 
when bomb-loaded 


that they were derided with the 
nickname "Thud." 


Veterans of the air war said 


the F105s often flew northward 
without escort in those days, 
and MIGs caught some of them 
in a virtually helpless position 
before the FlOSs could pull out 
of their bomb runs. 


Now, 
however, the F105 is out 


of the air war except for a 
small number of Thunderchiefs 
specially equipped with elec- 
tronic-warfare 
gear 
for 
use 


against North Vietnamese sur- 
face-to-air missile sites and ra- 
dar. 


In the current air campaign 


against the North, much of the 
work is being done by agile F4 
Phantom jets. U.S. Air Force 
and Navy planes on bombing 
missions over North Vietnam 
are escorted by fighters virtual- 
ly all the time, officials said. 


Over-all, the United States 


has lost about 35 planes over 
North Vietnam this year, most- 
ly 
from 
antiaircraft^artillery 


fire. This compares with 44 to 
46 MIGs lost, counting 
two 


dropped by naval antiaircraft 
weapons and 8 to 10 destroyed 
on the ground.

lion. And through the cour- 
tesy of Coin World editors, 
the above photographs of the 
originals are the first re- 
leased to the news media. 


These official galvanp pho- 


tographs made at Philadel- 
phia are the cooperative ef- 
fort of the American Revo- 
lutionary Bicentennial Com- 
mission and the Bureau of 
the Mint. 


Mint Director Mary Brooks 


and Mrs. Elvira Clain-Stefa- 
nelli, curator, division of 
numismatics of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, w o r k e d 
closely with the designer, 
Ralph Menconi, "Sculptor of 
Presidents," in developing 
the "Father of Our Country" 
obverse and "Sons of Lib- 
erty" reverse. 


Prepared for striking un- 


der the direction of Chief 
Mint Engraver Frank Gas- 
parro, the medal has a right- 
side profile of the famous 
life-mask Houdon statue of 
G e o r g e Washington, later 
translated into a medal by 
the e m i n e n t French en- 
graver, Pierre Simon Du- 
vivier. 


The famous Liberty Tree, 


used as a meeting place dur- 
ing the days of the Revolu- 
tion by the Sons of Liberty, 
dominates the original Men- 
coni reverse. To the left of 
the tree trunk is a reproduc- 
tion of the actual stamp used 
by the British in the despised 
Stamp Act that triggered the 
Revolution. 


To the right of the trunk 


is an illustration of Benja- 
min F r a n k l i n ' s "Join or 
Die" sketch with abbrevia- 
tions of the patriotic colo- 
nies alongside each segment 
of the writhing snake. This 
"cartoon" first appeared in 
a 1754 issue of the Pennsyl- 
vania Gazette and was later 
used by Paul Revere as the 
masthead 
of his patriotic 


newspaper, the "Massachu- 
setts Spy." 


The massive elm Liberty 


Tree, which was located on 
Hanover Square (corner of 
Washington and Essex) in 
Boston, was the m e e t i n g 
place of the Sons of Liberty 
in 1765. A pole fastened to 
the trunk protruded through

Vibrator Won't 
Aid Weight Loss 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 


read somewhere that it is 
dangerous to sit too close to 
the TV and I am concerned 
because my 
grandchildren 


constantly sit in front of the 
TV set. Is this hard on their 
eyes? 


Dear Reader—The Ameri- 


can Optometric Assn. re- 
cently 
published 
a 
little 


pamphlet on this and they 
point out that under proper 
conditions the TV isn t as 
much a strain on the eyes as 
close work such as reading 
or 
sewing. Further 
they 


state it doesn't hurt the child 
to sit up close, but he will 
be better off sitting at a dis- 
tance of at least five times 
the width of the screen. This 
provides a sharper and bet- 
ter defined picture. Normal 
room lighting and avoiding 
glare is all right for the 
lighting conditions and it is 
good to have the television 
set in direct line with the 
sight to prevent assuming 
uncomfortable 
body 
posi- 


tions which can be tiring. 
Children who persist in sit- 
ting up close to the TV set 
are sometimes nearsighted 
and probably need an eye 
examination. 


There has been at least 


one well-documented bad ef- 
fect from children watching 
TV and that is in the chil- 
dren who do it persistently 
eliminating normal physical 
activity and play. They be- 
come so inactive that they 
get weak and their muscles 
tire easily and they experi- 
ence a co'nstant sensation of 


fatigue, just like the office 
worker who doesn't get any 
physical activity. Children 
who have headaches and ex- 
cessive fatigue were found to 
have the TV problem—too 
much TV and not enough 
physical activity. The treat- 
ment for that is fairly obvi- 
ous. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—All I need 


to lose is about seven or 
eight pounds. It seems I 
can't do that even with 
watching what I eat. I never 
eat sweets or use sugar in 
my tea or coffee. I have 
been told that a belt vibrator 
will give me enough exercise 
to use up the calories I take 
in. Could you tell me how 
many calories a day I would 
burn up with about 20 min- 
utes on the best vibrator. 


Dear Reader—You will be 


lucky if you burn up any 
calories on the vibrator. The 
only way that one burns up 
calories is by doing muscu- 
lar exercise or something 
that will actually increase 
metabolism of the body. Vi- 
brators really don't do eith- 
er. They make a lot of peo- 
ple feel better and some- 
times they help with toning 
up muscles. 


Why don't you just add 30 


minutes of walking a day 
to your regular physical ac- 
tivity and be careful not to 
add anything else to your 
diet. If you just walk 30 min- 
utes a day every day, the 
probabilities are that your 
seven or eight pounds will 
be gone in a year's time.

Methodists Dismiss 
Homosexuality Talks

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. ( A P ) - 


Southwest Texas Methodist vir- 
tually dismissed a task force 
report on homosexuality and 
the church Wednesday. But a 
suspended minister whose case 
prompted the report said he 
would seek an audience with 
them today. 


Delegates 
to

annual 


Southwest Texas United Meth- 
odist Conference voted over- 
whelmingly to table the con- 
troversial report, which dealt 
with theological, ethical and so- 
ciological perspectives of homo- 
sexuality. 


F. Gene Leggett of Dallas, 


who'was suspended as a minis- 
ter after he disclosed his homo- 
sexuality 
to conference dele- 


gates here last year, denounced 
the group's action. 


By tabling the report, he 


said, the conference was sym- 
bolically tabling "thousands of 
gay brothers and sisters" and 
failing to recognize them as 
people. 


Leggett said he hoped to ad- 


dress the conference today, al- 
though he did not disclose the 
contents of his speech before- 
hand. 


A tall, bearded man of 37 who 


wears flashy rings and hippie 
style clothes, Leggett lost his 
most recent bid for permission 
to return to the active ministry 
last Saturday. 


His public disclosure of his 


homosexuality spurred his fel- 
low Methodists last year to or- 
der the special task force re- 
port. 


Prepared by a 10-man com- 


mittee, the document offered 14 
recommendations—including 
one calling for a study of the

homosexuals as pastors. 


It also urged Methodists to be 


"open and receptive" to homo- 
sexuals and called on homosex- 
uals in the church to "assist 
others to understand better the 
nature of homosexuality." 


In a surprise move, the com- 


mittee's chairman 
announced 


an amendment when he pre- 
sented the report to the confer- 
ence, deleting all the recom- 
mendations. The move still left 
a bulky report on the homosex- 
ual issue intact. The committee 
chairman, Rev. Sanford Coon 
of Austin, said later that the 
deletions were made 
because 


the task force felt it would help 
the delegates see the report it- 
self for what it was intended—a 
tool for use in studying the 
matter of homosexuality and 
the church. 


After brief discussion, how- 


ever, the delegates approved a 
motion from the floor to table 
the entire report without de- 
bate, meaning it will not be- 
come a part of the permanent 
record.

ended in the deaths of four per- 
sons. 


Miss Davis is charged with 


murder, kidnap and conspiracy 
and faces a life sentence if con- 
victed. 


At one point, Branton stood 


by a large easel, ripped off a 
large paper and revealed an al- 
most life-sized drawing of Miss 
Davis 
—Afro 
hairdo, 
large 


glasses 
and 
miniskirt—with 


heavy chains on her hands and 
legs. "If the prosecution had its 
way, that's how Miss Davis 
would end up," he said. 


Minutes 
later, 
Branton 


switched the drawing to one 
showing Miss Davis with chains 
lying broken at her feet and de- 
clared: "When this case is 
over, you will pull away these 
chains 
... 
because 
that's 


where the chains should be in 
this case—broken, bent and de- 
stroyed." 


When Branton finished, he 


walked behind the defense table 
and kissed Miss Davis, who had 
listened intently to his argu- 
ments. She delivered the de- 
fense's opening statement but 
did not testify on her own be- 
half. 


Prosecutor Albert Harris Jr., 


who had the final word at the 
13-week old trial, asked the 
jury to disregard "emotional 
appeals," look at evidence fair- 
ly and "see that justice is 
done" by bringing in a guilty 


verdict. 


The evidence clearly shows, 


he said, that Miss Davis, a 28- 
year-old 
black 
Communist, 


helped Jonathan Jackson engi- 
neer the Aug. 7, 1970 escape at- 
tempt because she was in love 
with his older brother, George, 
and wanted to free him from San 
Quentin Prison.

Jonathan four guns which he 


brandished in Superior Court 
Judge Harold J. Haley's Marin 
County courtroom where San 
Quentin convict James McClain 
was on trial.

tage.The state claims the hos- 
tages were to be traded for 
freedom of the Soledad Broth- 
ers—George Jackson and two 
other convicts.

Millions of American working 


husbands 
and 
wives sym- 


bolically run away from home 
every day now. They go to the 
office. 


Why? Because that's where 


the real fun is. That's where 
life can be lived to the hilt. 


A business office is still reck- 


oned as a market place. But 
that is only one of the functions 
it served. It is also a rest 
home, a restaurant, a hospital, 
a recreation area, an entertain- 
ment complex, a beauty parlor, 
a barbershop, a church, a gym- 
nasium, a forum, and a passion 
pit where there is more hanky 
panky going on than at the av- 
erage drive-in theater. 


You go into the conference 


room, and what is going on 
there? The group may be con- 
sidering raising or lowering the 


price of a product. It is more 
likely, on the other hand, to be 
arguing over whether manage- 
ment should be asked to change 
the color and design of the 
drapes. 


You go up to any desk at ran- 


dom, and what is happening? 
The man may be writing a 
business memo. He could also 
be calling his girl friend, taking 
a nap, or even selling Christ- 
mas cards or real estate on the 
side. 


You go into the men's wash- 


room, and what do you see? 
You see two office boys giving 
each other a haircut, three 
guys hiding out with hangovers, 
and a senior vice president 
washing the drip-dry shirt he 
plans to wear that evening. 


There is a small morning 


prayer meeting going on in the 
cafeteria, but what is going on 
in the ladies' room a mere 
male can only guess. 


And what is going on in the 


stockroom? Here modesty must 
draw a curtain where there is 
none. An orgy is an orgy is an 
orgy. 


"Doesn't anybody ever do 


anything around here?" groans 
the boss, after an inspection 
tour. He retreats to his own 
sanctum and reaches for a golf 
club. Where else can he get in 
the practice to keep his putting 
game in shape?

The attack on the Bac Giang 


power plant 25 miles northeast 
of Hanoi was the first since the 
resumption 
of 
the 
full-scale 


bombing of North Vietnam in 
April 6. The command said the 
12,000-kilowatt 
plant 
was 
a 


"major 
source 
of electrical 


power 
to 
war-related 
in-, 


dustries" in the Hanoi area. 


The pilots reported damage 


to the plant and its support 
buildings but said heavy smoke 
from the fires they caused pre- 
vented an assessment of the 
damage. 


The attack was made by only 


a small number of Air Force 
F4s because the pilots used the 
super-accurate "smart" bombs 
guided by laser light beams 
and nose-cone television cam- 
eras. 


Sweeping farther 
north, a 


second flight of Phantoms using 
the same technique attacked 
the Cao Nung railroad bridge 
midway between Hanoi and the 
Chinese border. The pilots said 
they dropped two center spans 
of the five-span bridge. 


No jets were reported lost in 


the raids. 
First reports said one South 


Vietnamese soldier was killed 
and 15 South Vietnamese, two 
South Koreans and three U.S. 
advisers were wounded. 
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
